Your eoniinittee grappled witli the 
ilillicull ios th;it beset the investigation, 
anil Imvo arrived ,il a snlutioii whicli they 
contiilently hope will incut with the ap 
priival of the house. 1 n reaching that 
solution tlioy have lieeii conipellod to rely 
riiiicii 1111 iiial testimony; but in every case 
that testimony has boeti guppurted by ad 
ditional oiid(and soinotinios written) testi- 
uiony. 

.Mr. Hamilton, tlie O.l'.R. land com 
luis.siiiiK'r, ill bis iiviileiK'i. K.ii(l t Imh l.hf 
company claimed to bo the "sole judges" as 
to who were entitled to their lota; but this 
claim (the coiiipaiiy have acted in accord- 
ance with it) in libt ' supported either by 
documentary or (iriil testimony. Although 
there is notiiing in the !igreeinent between 
the comiiaiiy and the governmont to show 
who were to lie tiie "judges," Mr. Suiithe, 
111 his letter to Mr. .\bbott of Ootobor 
mth, liSiStj, complains that only sovon 
chiims haw been allowed and says, "1 
havd^ rej^a .to; .WtS'^. there »re 
other' claims whicb' a'ro "good under the ar- 
langeniont, although you liavo so far dis- 
allowed them." He aiUls that he has 
"personally investigated the elainis of two 
or three other persons and found them 
gi6od, which haVe been rejected by 
you." He tlisii says t!;;tt it -.rculd be 
necessary for the government to bo satis- 
lied that it (the agreement) is fairly car- 
ried out, and requests Mr. Abbott to 
furriiih.ihim with the "evidence taken." 
If it tvas the hitontion of the govBrnniout 
that the coiiijiany aiioiild have the exclu- 
sive power to decide as to tho validity of 
the claims, why did Mr. Smithe ]jropose 
to reviuw the deoiaiou of the company and 
ask for the evidence upon which they had 
acted. 

4. The contention of Mr. Hamilton is 
further called in ipifatimi by the evidence 
uf Mr. Core, tlic .sns vcyor-ge'.ieral, and of 
Mr. Richards, laie chief ilraughtsman of 
ihc olliee of lahils alul Works, both uf 
whom aolenmly deelaie that Mr. Hinithe 
did nol cuiifrr arbitrary power on tho 
comp.'iiiy, but intended, had ho lived, that 
the decisions of the coinpany's ollicials 
should be subject to revision by the gov- 
ornnient. 'Die thief justice in his judg- 
ment in the caau of Hayilon r.s. Smith it 
Angus says that llio "solo judges" conten- 
tion of tlio.ciise ''isntit a cuncliiaion that 
recomineiidi itself to common sonse." 

5. One point would seem to bo beyond 
the range of di.^.j.'uLe ami is .'lecejited as 
final by all fiarties to I he einiuiry. The 
(late lit occiip.'il.inii or a|iplication to pur- 
cb.'isc lota niust be shown in all casus to 
Imy.o been prior to tho date of Mr. V^an 
tlUiriie'B'.'tirst . visit, the 4th of August, 
1884. But the coinintttoe have not shut 
out as bad claims to lots occupied or ap- 
plied for previous to tli.it ilate, and which 
aitur that date passed into other hands. 
Nor do they deem personal occupation in 
any case necessary to establish a boim Jidc 
(ilaini to a lot. Mr, Hnuiilton testilies 
that when the agreement was made he 
had -no knowledge of the land laws of 
British Cnlund'in. He !md had several 
years' experience in ilealiiig witli railway 
and crown laiiiis in tlie Northwest, wiiere 
person, il orcii|i,-ilinii of pre-emption claims 
is neces.sruy, and he observed the same 
rulu when dealing witii the claims of 
squatters and setilora at liurrard liilot. 
Notwithstanding Mr. Hamilloii's positive 
rilling on this ]jiiint and liis action based 
on tliat ruling, it is wurlliy of imte that 
neither .J. M iller nor .1 . iM.iiiiiiuii rcsideil 
on tlie lots lespeelively claimed by tliuiu; 
yet both claims were allowed, which 
shows that the rule must have been, at 
least, el iKtic. .1. B. Mender.son was al.so 
promised iiniither lot if he would re- 
liniliiish the one on which he had located. 

(!. The eonimil.teo tind that the hunn- 
Jidc claimaiitsare composed of two classes, 
namelyji'tHoso who went on the lols prioi- 
ffi'Mi*.' vati Home's liisL visit, oci;upieil 
them ))orsonally or by agent, and made 
subsl.iiitial improvements (auch fts clear- 
ing, slashing or building houses or fences) 
and those who, after the reserve of 1H7.S 
had been lifted, applied to piiieliase tlir 
same from the govei iiineiit and wei'o re- 
fused. According to Mr. Hamilton, the 
area of land claimed by squatters or 
settlers was "about suvun acres'^ and a 
h^lft;'''- 'Tiio area allowed was atiout throe 
ii'ci'bS and a half out of tho (5000 acres 
acquired fi'om the government. In all 
only ton claims out oi tliirty-tliree claims 
wore allowed by the company. Mr. 
Hamilton in hia evidence very fairly 
states the grounds on which the success- 
ful claimants were awarded their lots; 
but he is nat BO . fortunate in accounting 
for the action of tho company in disallow- 
ing other daiiim that in thu opinion of 
tho coinniilteo were equally as good. Nor 
does he give any reason for admitting as 
conclusive in sujiport of some claiiiiH a 
class oi evidence that in other cases wim 
rojoctod as inconclusive, in fact, as worth- 
less. I JTyr.ojianjpl?; Whipple's and Burns' 
lots I'werb' on ' tHe line soloctod for the 
railway. Mr. Hamiltuti tostifiud that ho 
did not consider llie company hound to 
allow either claim although substiuitial 
improvements had been made by tho

claimants; bat as both lots wore on the 
line of railway track the claims wore al- 
lowed. That is, tho olaimants wore given 
as good lots as those claimed by them in 
another portion of the townsite for tho 
nominal consideration of ono dollar. In 
every essential respect those claims wore 
identical with others that wero disalkiwod. 
In dealing with the second class of claim- 
ants, great ditliculty was exporioiicoil. 
Che point to be considered was whether 
parties who h.-id not personally or by 
agent settled on lols prior to Mr. Van 
Home's tirst visit, but i^ho, taking ad van - 
t.\ge of the lifting of the reserve of 1878 
by proclamation of May 10th, 1884, ai>- 
plied to puroliaso certjiin lots at the Gov- 
ernment land oSice and tendered tlio 
Uovurnnient price therefor, are oiititled 
to the lots applied for by them. Thetoiut 
/I'l^c claim to lota i;j and 14, Wock 6, by 
•Jaincs Orr, by reason of Occupation by 
agent or tenant and by improveiuont, l.^ 
astablished.

THE MEW KOOTENAY BILL. 

To THE Editob:— I cannot agree with 
your endorsement of the new Kootenay 
bill. The original bill was bad. This ia 
worse. The tirst bill locked up 750,000 
acrys of land; but it was reserved in 
alternate sections along the line uf rail- 
way and the banks of the river luoposed 
tu bo ti-averaod by the steamers of the 
company. The company were thus forced 
to accept the land ''as is," as auctioneers 
somotimoa say of goods they olfer— good, 
bad or indifferent. Under the new bill 
they ask for 300,000 acres in Ivootonay 
district, for which scrip will be issued. 
It is uiidor.stood tho company will gladly 
accept scrip for 10U,000 acres, tho major 
amount having been inserted in 
anticipation of a reduction by one-half. 
The bill proposes to permit tho company 
to use the script in payment for timber 
land, and 1 think one clause gives tliem 
power to select the land at once on pay 
uient of §2.50 an aero, the amount .so 
received by thu government to bo paiii 
back to the company on completion of the 
work. This clause (if 1 road it aright) 
will enable the company, immediately on 
passage uf tho bill, to place an eiiiliargo 
on 150,000 acres of tho best timber land 
in the district. If it was jn'oposed to ad- 
hero to the principle adopted in the tirst 
Kootenay bill for tho selection of the 
land, the bill would not be so harmful. 
But to issue to these geiitlemun a niving 
commission by vjrtuo of which. they may 
pick out oliuice bits of < timber land liere 
and there throughout the district would 
bu a grave niiatake. There are 
two other railway bills before the 
house. Both lines will be broad gauire 
and both bills auk for t)nly tho right of 
way and teriniiial facilities,. The Knot 
enay road will bu narrow gauge and only 
thirty miles iil lengtli, Tu be'sure,'there 
will bo V. line of steamurs tu connect the 
road with Revelsloke; but there will be 
several moul lis in the year during wliicli 
iiavigulion. will bo closed by low water 
and ice. When the steamers cannot run 
it will not pay to work tho railway, so 
that oporutioiis on both river and trai^k 
must he 8iis|)ended.

THE REPUBLIC OF SAtyADOIt. 

Riches of thn UtiU 8tatB-#ketehes of Ila In- 
babltauts and ,Tliitr CnstomB.

(Written for Thb Colonist.) 
Duly a little over thirty miles south of 
.San Josi^ de (Guatemala begins tho Re- 
public of Salvador,' tho smallest, though 
the second in point ot population of the 
couiitri<!s of Central America. Tho little 
republic is, indeed, tho most densely 
poinilateil country in both Americas, with 
i'xception, perhaps, of some of the lessor 
.•Vntillea, for thu Salvadorian Republic 
contains only an area of a little over 7,000 
ICiiglish square miles, while tho number 
of inhabitaniB is nearly 800,000. 

Salvador was always regardeil as a very 
rich country, and hoforo tho oonquost, 
was Called by the natives "Ouscatlan," or 
tho land of abundance. The country was 
iihi'.idy iit tiiat period very densely popu- 
lated, anil its inhabitants are war-like and 
fierce. They det'eiided their independence 
in sucli a spirit that it required all tho 
energy of sucli a ni.-m as Pedro Alvarudo 
to conquer and to bring them unilor the 
Spanish dominion. 

Nowadays, though Salvador suffered 
and siiU'ers still from constant wars anil 
insuirection, the country is fairly pros- 
perous, well governed, and the best edu- 
cated republic of Central x^merica. 
Agriculture is e.Ktensively and successfully 
piacticed, and the expi rt of tho jiroduc s 
of the country ia auguionting every year. 

As 1 leave tho shores ot liuatemala and 
approach those of Salvador I remark thu 
difference of both cduutries. The'coast 
of Guatemala ia low and sandy with the 
mighty chain of tho Andes far in the in- 
terior; that of Salvador is high and rocky 
iiid of volcanic origin. There is no sandy 
be.ich here but tho hills descend Io I ho 
water edge and form a steep fantastic 
lioro, not barren and wild, but green anii 
overed with acrown of the most exquisite 
trees mid parasitic plants. , ' " 

Tho lirst harbor 1 meet on the coast of 
Salvador is Acajutla. It is a considerable 
town as the export place of the north- 
western jiart of tho republic. It is con- 
nected by railway with the city of Sun- 
simatte, further in the interior, one of tho 
most imjiortant places in the republic. 

Ac.'ijutla looks half like a city and half 
like un Indian village. The houses as 
usual are low, but' the streets < are paved. 
But what a pavement 1 I believe that 
even the streets of San Francisco have a 
better paveiiiont than those of Acajutla. 
It is a torment for the poorbarefooted In- 
dians to walk an those streets, - and even 
those who use shoes or boots are very 
anxious to avoid them. 

The houses. of Acajutla, and especially 
outside the town jiroper, form a very 
curious sight. They are constructed of 
bamboo or rathor coyoles branches and 
are protected by enormous and very high 
fences. But those fences are neither of 
wood nor uf atoiio or Wile, but of cactus. 
The cactus and especially tlie giant cardon 
glows here to an enormouaisize and very 
lajiidly. Planted around the house in a 
short time it will grow to a considerable 
height and will form a most magnificent 
and durable fence. No animal and no snake 
can force such a formidable fence and the 
inmates of the houso can rest secure. 
Sometimes the giant cardon reaches the 
stupendous iieight of CO feet and when 
this is the case, you cannot see the house, 
but only a green and high palisade ot tall 
and prickly cacti. 

From Acajutla to La Libertad the 
shore uf Salvudui' ia known under the 
name of Costa del Balsaiilo, or Balsaui 
Coast. It is a magnificent part of the 
republic, green and fresh, frigrant from 
the odor of numerous gorgeous flowers, 
watered -by many " mountainous creeks, 
covered with humerauii haciendas' 'and 
lincas. The hills, not too high or too 
steep, run in soft undulations to the 
shore, while toward the east they become 
higher and higher until they meet tho 
principal chain of the Andes. The Bal- 
.sain Coast itself produces indigo, sugar, 
cotton, tobacco, cotfee and Aiaize and is 
of oxtireniB fertility. But the glory 'of 
the coast is the famoiis balsam, known as 
"Balsam of Peru," which is produced in 
the woods of this coast in such quantities 
that over 30,000 lbs. aro annually ex- 
ported. 

Sjieakin^about balsam, I must mention 
that under this term wo understand now 
the balsams of Pern and of Tolu.' Both 
balsamk have a very fragrant odor and 
tliey are used in confectionery, in per- 
fumery and especially in medicine. The 
two balsams meiitiuned aro vary similar 
to each other in tliuir properties, and both 
are produced by Iret-a of tho genus ALj- 
roxijlon or Myrospcrmum of tho Legumi- 
iiosii , J/i/cowemunt ^ewt/ontm/' "oom- 
miiiily called the QumqiiiHo, grows in 
abundance in Central America, and 
cliiefly from this beautiful tree is pre- 
pared the celebrated balsam of the coast 
of Salvador. Myrusptrmiini taiuiftrum is 
a very similar species to the former, but 
grows mostly on the banks of tho Magda- 
lona river and in the mountains of 
Venezuela and New Granada. The 
mountains of Tolu gave the name to this 
balsam. 

At the end of Costa del Balsuino we 
meet the fair town of La Libcrt.id, the 
second harbor on the coast of Salvador. 
The .scenery around the town is magnifi- 
cent; ill fact the prettiest on the coast, 
tor just behind the harbor begin tho hills, 
covered with the most costly woods ami 
with magnificent fruit-bearing trees of the 
tropica. The cool stream, the river Cliil- 
lama, runs close to tho town and on its 
liiinks the luxuriant vegetation reigns in 
its supernatural beauty. Over tho houses 
of the town tower tho higli cocoaiiut- 
trees laden with fruit, and close 
to them lingers the graceful curica papa- 
3'a, ceiba, henisaro, mata-palo, guayago 
del nionte, giiiscoyol, mahagony and iiis 
peril form dense groups; fouthery, delicate 
leaves of banana and pluntniis shine with 
the color of purest emerald under the 
glowing sun, and the tall columnar car- 
ilon cactus shouts like an arrow towards 
the 1)1 ue sky. 

The town of La Libertad is a small, de- 
lightful place, cdiiiposud of low, adobe 
houses surroundeu liy luxuriant gardens. 
It is the harlior of San Salvador, tho cap- 
ital of tho republic, and all merchandise 
ilestiiied to that place has to go through 
La Libertad. The coach runs' from the 
li.irbor to tho capital, which is situated 
further in the mountains, on 'li' high Vol- 
canic plateau. ' 

San Salvador ia now a fine and well- 
built city, though It has none of its for- 
mer splendor. In 1854 it was a magnifi- 
cout city with many churohes,'^palaccs and 
siileiidid buildings; blli;'' btt'.'tHo'' night ot 
April 10th, of that year^if; .was complete- 
ly destroyed by one of those terrific earth- 
quakes which are so frequent in Central 
America. The city was rebuilt and was 
again partly destroyed in 1873. It re- 
mains, however, always tho seat of gov- 
eriiinont and thu capital of the republic, 

Tho inhubitants of San Salvador pride 
themsolvoB on being tho must polished 
^iiid the most cultured in Central America. 
Tliey road a good deal and study much, 
and aro, without question, better posted 
oil all uncial ai.d political questions thiin 
a 'c their neiglil ors of Honduras or Guate- 
mala, The ladies study also a' little and 
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willingly discuss all known to them, or 
unknown questions, with anybody who 
happens to como their way. With 
strangers they aro free, bold and very 
-anxious to know what the ladies in other 
countries do, how they dress and how thoy 
siioiid their time. The Salvailoriaii ladies 
flirt rather little more tlian their sisters in 
other Spanish-American republics, and 
are very anxious to marry early. In fact, 
it is regarded as a disgrace if tho lady does 
not marry, but remains single. Tho Sal- 
vadorian ladies compare favorably with 
their sisters in Guatomal;\ or Nicaragua. 
They aro atrectionato; generous, but quick 
tempered; brilliant, but siqierlicial; vain < 
and vacillating; courageous in tho highest - 
degree, but capricious. They like the 
.song and diince, but not so much its 'thi^ 
ladies of Loon. ' ' 

South of La Libertad, tho coast is very 
rooky and stoop, and contains no harbors i 
until wo reach the beautiful gulf of Fon-. 
soca. In that magniticent expanse . Of 
wator Salvador poasesscs the olil .Spanish : 
town and the harbor of La Union. 

La Union has a suffocating climate, fur 
the harbor ia land-locked and thu fresh ' 
sea breeze has no show hero. It is burn.- v 
ing hot'eVeryWhere'a'iid you breathe the 
air of a furnace. Had Charles Dickens 
been in La Union ho would nci er have 
described Marseilles as he did in "Little 
borrit," for Marseilles coinparuil with La 
Union would have-been an arctic place. 
Hero in La Union everything -is hot, the 
wind if there is any, the staring dusty . 
streets, the sandy... beach and even the . 
water within tifie Harfcor! 'Scarcely any- 
body walks on the streets at daytime; 
everybody who can, remains at home, 
smoking a cigar and swinging himself or 
herself in a large, comfortable hammock, . . 
for thu hammock, in this iicmt ccdiente 
tikes tho place of a bel and even very 
often of a chair. 

La Union ia a conaidurable but a very . 
lazy and lifoloss place. Only wiieii n fair 
tJikes place — and this hapjjens a few times 
every year — the inhabitants lose their 
lethargy and aro as gay and frivolous as 
the inhabitants of Leon and Puiitaieiias. 
Thoy sing and dance then and make lovo 
like veritable children of the siiu, which 
they in reality aro. 

The Andes of .Salvador form a highly 
volcanic eisntral range- with no less than 
sixteen volcanic peaks from four to eight 
thousand feet high. The volcano laalco 
near Acajutla is always in eruption, and 
the traveller can constantly see the tiro 
and smoke, and hoar the roar of ejected 
lava. • Salvador possesses also many lakes ' 
and rivers, < as for. instance the lakes 
Guija .and Llppapgp: and '. ^e .rivers Lempa 
and San Miguel. There are many con- 1 . 
considerable cities and towns in ■ 
tho interior and among others aro 
Sonsonatte, Santa Ana and San Migiud, ' 
The richness of the country consists ; 
mainly of the products 1 mentioned before, ' 
and especially ot tobacco, , the best in ' 
Central Ain6rica;;' '!The'tainBrar wealth 'is 
not great, although there are sonie silver 
and iron mines near .Santa Ana and 
Tabaiico. 

The government of tho republic is car- 
ried on by a president, vice-president and 
two ministers. The fegislaturo consists 
of two chambers, an upper ono of twelve 
senators and a lower of twenty-four 
representatives. The standing army is 
only 1,000 men, though in case of neces- 
sity everybody is called to arms. In tho 
last struggle with Guatemala (1885) Sal- 
vador in a short s]>acc of a few days had 
an army of 12,000 men, and what an army 
■'• "•— thobatUe of ChaJchnaps has showit.

SCHOOL KOURS, . . ,' [ 

To The EDirolt:—! am !,'lad to .see a 
discussion springing up oa the subject of 
"school hours," — ;glud to see a vital ques- 
tion discussed; glad of ct^ny disoussiot^ 
calculated; to , inccwise interest in educa- 
tion. • " 

Perhaps 1 may be. permitted to express 
surprise that in this ciili^'litened ago any 
intelligent person, more ospecially a 
member of the medical professif.i., should 
be f.>Liiid (advocating an extension uf 
school hours. 

It is open to question whether all who 
have rushed into print upon this impor- 
tant subject reidly know how' long , our 
school hours are, as compared witli other 
countries. Probably some of tlioiu will be 
surprised to learn that, in tho Hummer 
season, the school hours in this province 
ire forty-live minutes longer than in 
Ontario, while in winter they are only 
fifteen ininutes sliorter — thus making 
them consideifably longer, on the average, 
than in'Ontario ! But, inasmuch as many 
of our people are ever reudj' to turn up 
their nose at everything Oiitarioii, let us 
turn to EiiLiland. .So iiiiiioi-tant wa.s the 
subject considered that a royal coiiimis- 
sioii, ('oiiqio.seil of llie most eiiiineiit eilu- 
cationists and medical men in England, 
was apjiointed in 1$58 to iuyeatignto and 
report ujion it, and Isubmit tho following 
oUieia! sumiuary of tlieir conclusions: 

1. "That for children under tlie age of 
twelve yeais, twenly-ldui' hours a week 
is nearly the limit of jirotitable instruc- 
tion in studies reipiiring mental eU'ort. "
